Although the traffic death toll 
for the 102-hour period from 6 p m 
(local time) Wednesday to mid­ 
night Sunday was high, it ap­ 
peared the total was below the 
average for a comparable period.

Food spilled on rugs won’t be­ 
come a permanent stain if you re­ 
move it as soon as the spill hap­ 
pens, says Mrs. Helen D. T uc­ 
son, extension home economist. 
Always have stain removal sup­ 
plies on hand including dry clean­ 
ing fluid, an eye dropper, white 
unstarched cloth, paper towels, or 
cleansing tissues. 
The National Institute of Dry' 
Cleaners recommends two home 
formulas for removing stains on 
rugs. They are: Formula I—One 
teaspoon of neutral soapless de­ 
tergent mixed with one cup of 
lukewarm water; and P’ormula 2 
—One teaspoon of white vinegar 
and three teaspoons of lukewarm 
water. Mix each formula at the 
time you clean the spot. 
Depends On Food 
Whether to use formula I or 2 
or cleaning fluid on a stain de­ 
pends on the kind of food ppd led. 
For fruits and fruit juice stains 
and ice cream and milk desserts, 
sponge with lukewarm water, then 
use formula I. Use formula I, al­ 
so, for removing alcohol, coffee, 
tea, and soft drink stains. If any 
stain remains, use formula 2. 
Egg and gelatin spots disappear 
with an application of formula I, 
followed by formula 2 if any stain 
remains. Use dry cleaning fluid 
to remove butter and other fats. 
The success of a stain removal 
fluid depends on how it s applied. 
Apply all fluids with an eye drop­ 
per and sponge from the outer 
edge of the spot toward the center 
with a white, unstarched cloth. 
Then blot. Leave formula 2 on the 
stain about 15 minutes before 
blotting 
Moisture In Rug 
Except when dry cleaning fluid 
is used, moisture will be left in 
the rug. Dry the rug by absorbing 
the moisture into several thick­ 
nesses of pajier towel, tissue, or 
cloth held in place with flat 
weights. 
When used as directed, these 
stain removal fluids will do no 
harm. However, too much formula 
soaked into the rug and hack­ 
ing may result in brown stains, 
and too much dry cleaning fluid 
may deteriorate the latex backing 
of many rugs. 
Never exjieriment on stains with 
other than these recommended 
methods. Experimenting may set 
stains permanently, lf stains are 
not removed by these methods, 
call a reliable professional rug 
cleaner. 
Read Instructions 
Read the label liefore you buy 
a wash and wear shirt. 
The

Association 
of 
Shirts. Pajamas, and Sportswear 
Manufacturers has set up stand­ 
ards for labeling wash and wear 
shirts that spell out whether or 
not some ironing is required. 
A label stating “never needs 
ironing” means that no ironing 
is needed throughout the life of 
the shirt. “Wear without ironing, 
touch-up if preferred’’ on a label 
refers to a shirt than can be worn 
without 
ironing, 
but 
may 
be 
touched up if the individual de­ 
sires. 
The 
frequently 
seen 
label, 
needs little or no ironing” means 
the shirt may lie worn without 
ironing, but ordinarily should be 
lightly ironed after laundering.

HARRISBCRG TAP‘-Coal pro­ 
duction in Pennsylvania is skid­ 
ding to the lowest level since be­ 
fore the turn of the century. 
The state Mines Department to­ 
day estimated that the soft coal 
output for 1958 will fall to about 
64 million tons—the lowest since 
189R Anthracite production is ex­ 
pected to run about 18 million tons 
this year. That would be the least 
tonnage mined since 1872. 
At the same time, the number 
of mining employes also is falling 
fast. There are now about 35,470 
soft coal miners compared to 43.- 
238 last year. The last time there 
were so few bituminous coal work­ 
ers was in 1883 The high point 
was 200 OOO in 1923. 


In the hard coal fields, th pie 
ture is about the same. The num­ 
ber of employes in the hard coal 
mining industry is now estimated 
at about 21.000, compared with 
24.776 in 1957. The figures are the 
lowest on record. The first sta­ 
tistics prepared by the department 
showed 35.000 hard coal miners in 
1870.
